THE LAW ON FLAG DESECRATION 


The Times has been 'requested 


to print the Ohio slate law rela- 
tive to the desecration of the flag. 
The law follows: 


Section 12396. Whoever prints, 


paints or places a word, figure, 
mark, picture or design, upon a 
flag, standard, color or ensign of 
the United States, or the State of 
Ohio, or caused, it to he done, or 
exposes and causes to be exposed, 
such flag, standard, color or en- 
sign upon which is. printed, paint- 


ed or placed, or to which is at- 
tached or appended Ji word, fig- 
lure, mark, picture or design, or 
manufactures or has in possession 
an article of merchandise 
upon 


which is placed or attached a rep- 
resentation of such flag, standard, 
{color or ensign, or publicly mutil- 
ates, defiles, defaces or casts con- 
tempt upon such 'flag, standard, 
color or ensign, shall be fined not 
more than.one hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than tliirly
